Africa — Zanzibar. — Ten days ended October 31, 1907. Estimated 
population, 75,000. Total number of deaths, 40, including 4 from 
tuberculosis. 

Colombia — Cartagena. — Two weeks ended November 17, 1907. 
Estimated population, 30,000. Total number of deaths, 23, including 
whooping cough 1, and 1 from tuberculosis. 

Cuba — Matanzas. — Month of November, 1907. Estimated popula- 
tion, 49,990. Total number of deaths, 72, including yellow fever 4, 
diphtheria 1, whooping cough 1, and 11 from tuberculosis. 

France — Calais. — Month of November, 1907. Estimated popula- 
tion, 66,627. Total number of deaths, 84, including 19 from tuber- 
culosis. 

St. Etienne. — Two weeks ended November 15, 1907. Estimated 
population, 150,000. Total number of deaths, 124, including diph- 
theria 1, enteric fever 1, scarlet fever 1, and 25 from tuberculosis. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 
76 great towns in England and Wales during the week ended Novem- 
ber, 23, 1907, correspond to an annual rate of 15.3 per 1,000 popula- 
tion, which is estimated at 16,624,458. 

London. — One thousand three hundred and seventy-three deaths 
were registered during the week, including measles 32, scarlet fever 
18, diphtheria 23, enteric fever 1, whooping cough 16, tuberculosis 
171, and 25 from diarrhea. The deaths from all causes correspond 
to an annual rate of 15 per 1,000. In Greater London 1,842 deaths 
were registered. In the " outer ring " the deaths included 2 from 
diphtheria, 4 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, and 4 from whoop- ■ 
ing cough. 

Salford. — Two weeks ended November 23, 1907. Estimated popu- 
lation, 236,670. Total number of deaths, 141, including diphtheria 4, 
measles 5, scarlet fever 1, whooping cough 3, and phthisis pulmo- 
nalis 15. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths , 
registered during the week ended November 23, 1907, in the 21 prin- 
cipal town districts of Ireland was 19.4 per 1,000 of the population, 
which is estimated at 1,117,547. The lowest rate was recorded in 
Lurgan, viz, 4.4, and the highest in Newtownards, viz, 34.3 per 1,000. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended November 23, 1907, correspond to an annual rate of 16.7 
per 1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,812,171. The 
highest rate of mortality was recorded in Greenock, viz, 29.3, and 
the lowest in Paisley, viz, 10.0 per 1,000. The aggregate number of 
deaths registered from all causes was 579, including diphtheria 7, 
enteric fever 1, measles 33, scarlet fever 2, and 12 from whooping 
cough. 
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St. Helena. — Four weeks ended November 9, 1907. Estimated 
population, 3,500. Total number of deaths, 5, including 1 from en- 
teric fever. 

Spain — Malaga. — Month of September, 1907. Estimated popula- 
tion, 130,000. Total number of deaths, 367, including enteric fever 
3, smallpox 8, and 23 from tuberculosis. 

Switzerland. — Week ended October 26, 1907. Reports from 18 
cities, having an aggregate population of 868,928, show as follows: 
Total number of deaths, 211, including whooping cough 2, enteric 
fever 2, diphtheria 2, and 30 from tuberculosis. 

Tasmania. — Month of September, 1907. Estimated population, 
180,634. Total number of deaths, 187, including enteric fever 1, 
and 7 from whooping cough. 

Cholera, yellow fever, plague, and smallpox from June 28 to December HO, 1907.
